HISTORICAL PERSPECTIVE:

The current City administration is committed to changing perceptions regarding the City’s business
climate and rebranding Beaverton as a community with excellent environments for both residents
and businesses. '

The City is nearing completion of a two-year community visioning process. Input from residents,
businesses, and others has been collected and compiled. One objective of this process is fo
develop a final document that addresses what Beaverton should look like in 2050 and to
incorporate that data into a civic plan for the community.

Related and closely tied to supporting the visioning process and developing a civic plan, is the
City's need to evaluate community assets and resources to match Beaverton's site location
strengths to industry location requirements and demand patterns.

Such an evaluation is carried out through a targeted industry analysis, which is a tool that provides

the foundation for the creation of strategies to create a healthy economy that supports existing

businesses, incubates new business ventures, provides quality jobs and adapts to changing

market conditions. A targeted industry analysis is critical in developing a strategy targeted to' .
encourage new economic investments by existing and potentially relocating businesses. A targeted
industry analysis is also critical to the development of a long term strategy to retain existing
business and attract new business investment in Beaverton. :

All proposals were
evaluated for experience in industry analysis, industrial/commercial site location analysis, business
attraction plan development, relevant experience of the team members assigned to the project,
and references.
